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PLANS MOVING FOR RENOVATION 
OF PORTERVILLE FAIR GROUNDS 


PORTERVILLE 
Construction and renovation 
program on the Porterville 
Fairgrounds is continuing to 
move ahead in the planning 
stages, according to Joe Faure, 
vice president of the fair board 
and chairman of the board’s 
planning committee that also 
includes Directors Guido 
Lombardi and Doug Webb. 

Faure reported at October 
meeting of the board that a 
tri-party agreement is near 
completion between the county 
of Tulare, the city of Porterville 
and the fair board involving the 
appropriation of $50,000 in 
federal funds through the 
county for construction of new 
livestock barns. 

He said that Architect Jack 
Hazlett estimates that barn plans 
and specs can be completed and 
bids called for through the city 
of Porterville before the end of 
the year and that actual 
construction can start in early 
January. 

,Members of the fair board 
executive committee — were 
authorized to sign necessary 
papers to expedite the project; 
city surveyors will establish 
property lines around the 


perimeter of the new 
fairgrounds; Wayne Harris, civil 
engineer, has volunteered to 
establish levels for a fill that will 
be necessary before new barn

Speaker will be Joe Doctor, 
Exeter, author, noted historian 
and a Clamper of long standing. 
He will tell of construction of 
the Stone Corral by James Smith 
in 1853; of the famous shootout 
between a sheriff’s posse and 
John Sontag and Chris Evans in 
June of 1893; and something of 
the development through the 
years of the Stone Corral area. 

During the marker ceremony 
charter for the new Doctor 
Samuel Gregg George chapter 
will be presented by 
representatives of the Jim Savage 
chapter in Fresno county - NGH 
Marion Foster, XNGH Bill 
Patterson and XNGH Ken Cruff. 
The Jim Savage chapter 

ponsored the Samuel Gregg 
seorge chapter. 

Following the ceremony, 
Clampers will travel to Tulare 
County’s Kings River park where 


the Samuel Gregg George charter 
initiation will be conducted. 
Concerning the Sontag and 
Evans incident, Clamphistorian 
Harold Schutt, of Lindsay, says 
that in early August, 1892, John 
Sontag and Chris Evans, who 
were suspected of robbing 
several trains, shot and wounded 


‘two deputy sheriffs when the 


Officers called at the Evans home 
in Visalia. Sontag and Evans 
escaped to the mountains. 
Sontag had been injured 
when he was working for the 
South Pacific as a brakeman. He 
was given inadequate medical 
treatment and became 
embittered toward the railroad. 
Evans had trouble with the SP 
because he felt he was 
overcharged for shipping beans 
that he had grown on a ranch 


near Tulare.

; When does the next wave start 
and how high will it be? 

Not being an economic fatalist, I 
‘don’t believe that we are doomed to 
‘an endless repetition of the pattern of 

‘past decade. The question of wheth- 

and when the next inflation wave 
will get started depends on the national 
policies that will be pursued—particu- 
larly fiscal and monetary policy. 

We are now just past the bottom of 
the recession. Uncmployment is at ap- 
proximately the 9 per cent level, and 
is expected to hang therc—or at least 
at high Icvels—for some months into 
the future. 


It is not surprising that under these 
‘circumstances we hear calls for more 
| fiscal and monetary stimulation to im- 
prove the state of the economy. (Loose- 
ly translated, fiscal stimulation means 
“bigger deficits” and monetary stimu- 
lation means “print more money.”) A 
key document is the recent report on 
the state of the cconomy prepared by 
the Congressional Budget Office—Con- 
gress’s agency for studying the budget 
and the economy. 

The CBO explains that its mandate 
requires it to offer merely a nonpartisan 
analysis of policy options and forbids 
making any recommendations. Never- 
theless, the message of the CBO re- 
port comes across loud and clear. The 
message is that it is both desirable and 
safe to apply substantially greater eco- 
nomic stimulation. at this time. It is 
desirable in the sense that without such 
additional stimulation we are likely to

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Next Inflation— 
How Close?

drag along for a good while at sub-par 
levels of production and employment. 
It is safe in the sense’ that, given the 
present wide margin of unused man- 
power and productive facilities, there 
is no need to fear that fiscal or mone- 
tary stimulation will revive inflation at 
any time soon. 

The CBO is not alone in this atti- 
tude. An cditorial in Business Week 
recommends on much the same grounds 
that: “. . . Policy should be tilted so 
that, if it errs, it will err on the side of 
stimulation.” Hobart Rowen, financial 
columnist for the Washington Post, ad- 
vises us that: “Some time next year, if 
then, may be the time to be worrying 
about inflation, not now.” 

But the Administration stubbornly 
continues to worry about the revival of 
inflation in its pronouncements. on the 


economy. One recalls, however, that . 


between October 1974 and January 
1975, the Administration switched 180 
degrees on much the same issue. 

It is not hard to foresee that, during 
the remainder of this year, the need for 
further stimulation could become the 
prime economic. issue before govern- 
ment. The outcome of the move, if it 
succeeds, could take several forms: ex- 
tension for another year of some of the 
temporary tax reductions in this year’s

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tax act, further tax reductions beyond 
those enacted, a new round of rebates, |... 


new pressures on the Federal Reserve 
to move toward faster monetary expan- 
sion, etc. 

In considering these possibilities, 
what is chiefly disturbing is the appar- 


_ently widespread idea that we have 


almost limitless leeway in stimulating 
the economy without fear of. inflation. 
Once before, we relied on economic 
slack’ as an anti-inflationary shield— 
and we were fooled. 

At the turn :of the year, 1972-73, 
practically no one expected any severe 
acceleration of inflation. Unemploy- 
ment was at about 5 per cent, and the 
rate of capacity utilization in manu- 
facturing about 80 per cent. In the 
context of experience up to that point, 
these figures suggested that we had a 
comfortable margin of unused produc- 
tive resources and hence that even with 
further economic expansion inflation 
was not imminent. We were then, of 
course, at the beginning of an inflation- 
ary explosion which increased whole- 
sale prices by 18 per cent in 1973. 


The same statistics show at present 
a much wider margin of unused labor 
and plant capacity than in late 1972. 
We are left with an uneasy feeling that 
we don’t really know how much of a 
margin is necessary to prevent a new 


inflationary flare-up. Mr. Rowen’s ad- 


vice that we not start worrying about 
inflation until next year (if then) may 
be like a guide advising a traveler not 
to worry about falling over a precipice 
although nobody is sure just how far 
ahead the precipice lies. 

Previous statistical criteria as to the 
economy’s vulnerability to inflation (if 
there ever were any valid criteria) are 
made questionable by shortages of en- 
ergy and other essentials. The gradual 
growth of inflationary psychology fur- 
ther sensitizes the economy to inflation- 
ary fears. We may be a lot closer to 
the next inflation than anyone expects. 
It isn’t the time to tilt economic policy 
so:that any errors will fall on the infla- 
tionary side.

Gasoline lines have dwindled, 
and the rapid escalation in the 
price of energy has slowed 
down, but the energy crisis is still 
with us, and will be for a long 
time. .- 
Assuring that an adequate 
supply of natural gas, electricity 
and gasoline will be available to 
meet the needs of Californians 
both now and in the future is a 
task of vital concern to all of us. 

One of the most important 
questions is how to pay for the 
enormous effort to explore and 
develop new energy resources. 

The question of finance was 
highlighted recently during 
debate on a decision by the 
California Public Utilities 
commission. The PUC approved 
an advance payment contract 
between Southern California Gas 
company (SoCal) and_ the 
Atlantic Richfield corporation 
(Arco) totaling an estimated 
$400 million. The decision 
raised many questions, and led 
to a considerable amount of 
controversy and misunderstand- 
ing. 

SoCal and Arco sought 
permission from the PUC to 
begin exploration and 
production of new gas resources 
in Alaska for’ the use of 
California consumers. But the 
PUC’s decision raised intensive 
debate concerning the 
responsibility of present SoCal 
customers to pay for the 
development of gas resources to 
be used for future customers. 

Under provisions of the 
contract, gas resources found 
and developed by Arco, with 
money supplied by SoCal 
customers, will be available in 
1982. The fields have an 
expected life of twenty years 
(meaning .that gas will be 
available from those fields for 
that long), and will produce each 
year nearly 2% times the amount 
used in the entire state in 1973! 


The PUC approved the 
contract reluctantly, in order to 
insure that California, rather 
than other states, receives the 
natural gas. But the PUC actively 
sought other solutions to the 


financing problem in the state 
legislature. 

Under the contract as it was 
finally approved, the money 
collected from SoCal customers 
will be subject to. federal income 
taxes, estimated to total as much 
as $300 million over the term of 
the contract with Arco.

SB 1296 was introduced in 
the State Senate as a remedy to 
thisand other, related problems. 
After quickly passing both 
houses of the legislature, the bill 
reached a joint Senate-Assembly 
Conference committee. There, 
proposals were made to issue 
state bonds, the proceeds of 
which would be loaned to SoCal, 
to be paid back when the gas 
became available. 

This method would have 
allowed the deferment of taxes, 
and placed the cost of 
development with the ultimate 
user of the gas. In the long run, 
however, this arrangement 
would have cost more, since 
interest would have to be paid 
on the bonds. As a result of the 
debate, the bill bogged down in 
the Committee, and was held 
over for interim study. The 
Arco-SoCal contract went into 
effect October 1, with no 
legislative changes made. 

One thing became clear 
during the hearings: the cost for 
research and development of 
new energy resources will be 
enormous. Fortune Magazine has 
reported that over $650 billion 
in capital will be needed for 
investment over the next 15 
years nationwide if we are to 
meet the demand for electricity 
alone. 

Another important point was 
also made at the hearings. 
Simplistic solutions and 
short-term answers will do none 
of us any good. Without 


adequate energy supplies, our: 


economy, and our society, could 
be drastically changed. 

Energy researchers, public 
officials and the general public 
must begin to work together 
now if we. are to develop 
reasonable mechanisms to 
finance energy exploration. 

No one should be forced to 
carry the entire burden. But 
unless we develop alternative 
financing the short-lived energy 
shortages of the seventies could 
become the energy catastrophe 


of the nineties.

VISALIA — Tulare County 
board of supervisors has 
proclaimed the week of October 
12-18 as Scicon week 
throughout Tulare county, the 
action following a presentation 
by Jim Conrad, co-chairman for 
the countywide acres’ drive, who 
was representing “Friends of 
Scicon,” a group formed in 1969 
to foster and promote science 
and conservation programs at 
the Clemmie Gill School for 
Science and Conservation 
(Scicon). 

It was noted that the drive is 
now in its final phase to acquire 
1,000 acres to prevent a 
Southern California land 
company from subdividing 
acreage adjoining the campus 
into private mountain home 
sites. 

On December 1, $96,750 will 
be needed to make the final 
payment, however, going into 
this final drive, the campaign is 
more than $60,000 short of its 
mark. Including the first and 
second payments made in 1973 
and 1974 of some $180,000, 
more than $200,000 has now

Conrad said, “Scicon today is 
unique to California; it is owned

SACRAMENTO ~— Three bills 
signed into law by Governor 
Brown this week are of 
importance to the state’s senior 
citizens, their families and those 
who provide health care and 
protection for the elderly. 

The bills are: AB1442 
(Thurman) - Authorizing county 
health preventive health care 
projects for the elderly 
statewide, with the state to 
defray up to 50% of the cost of 
such projects. The new law 
carries a $750,000 
appropriation; 

SB 46. (Dills) - Eliminating 
present provisions that an adult 
child is required to contribute to 
the support of an aged recipient 
of aid under the State 
Supplementary program. It 
provides instead that no relative 
is liable to contribute to the 
support of such program 
recipients. 

AB 193 (Keene) - Permitting

VOCATIONAL 
EDUCATION 


ON UP TREND 


WASHINGTON — Vocational 
education is on the increase, 
outpacing even colleges and 
universities in enrollment 
growth, according to US. 
department of education 
officials: who say its emphasis on 
job market skills and a growing 
disenchantment with college 
among youth are contributing to 
this trend. 

The swing in the direction of 
vocational education has been 
increasing steadily over the past 
decade. Between 1965 and 1974 
enrollments in public vocational 
programs rose by 659% - over six 
times the increase for the 
traditional academic sector, 
according to Dr. William Pierce 
of the U.S. office of education. 

Private vocational. schools, 
too, have been experiencing high 
enrollments, with a 12% increase 
last fall, according to a 
spokesman for the National 
Association of Trade and 
Technical Schools. As a 
comparison, college and 
university enrollments rose by 
4%. 

Seen as a permanent trend, 
Dr. Albert Riendieu of the US. 
office of education says by 1980 
there is a good chance 60% of 
students attending a community 
college will be enrolled in 
occupational programs. 

“Jobs are at the root of. the 
trend,” he says, ‘Vocational 
education means bread and 
butter. Today, people are 
looking for education which 
leads to jobs. For example, 
college graduates have 
discovered there aren’t enough 
jobs out there - now they’re 
back in school taking welding, or 
repair, or any other 
job-oriented course ”

Both expressed their feelings 
rather freely and when a number 
of trains were robbed in the 
Valley, the two men were 
suspected. Both men were well 
liked and their hatred of the 
railroad was quite generally 
shared because of the arbitrary 
freight charges that were the 
custom of the day. 

After wounding the deputy 
sheriffs and escaping to the 
mountains, Sontag and Evan: 
had little difficulty securing 
supplies. They even visited 
Visalia, probably more than 
once. Two more men were killed 
in an encounter with the Sheritf 
and inability to catch the 
badmen attracted national 
attention, and the search was 
intensified. 


Finally, a posse under U.S. 
Marshal George Card was 
stationed at a cabin near the 
landmark Stone Corral, which 
was on the main road between 
Visalia and the sawmills near 
Badger. Toward sundown posse 
members spotted Sontag and 
Evans walking down the road 
toward the cabin. One of the 
posse got trigger-happy and fired 
too soon. He wounded Evans 
but the outlaws found shelter 
behind a straw pile 

Shooting continued through 
the night and the next morning 
Sontag was found mortally 
wounded, but Evans had escaped 
again. This fight took place the 
night of June 11, 1893. 


Sontag died in a few days. 
Evans was found in a home 
about six miles away; one eye 
was shot out and one arm had to 
be amputated. He was taken to 
Fresno for trial but escaped 
from jail. 

Eventually recaptured, he was 
sentenced to life in Folsom. 
Pardoned after 20 years, he went 
to Oregon to live with his family 
where he died in 1917. 

Although there was strong 
circumstantial evidence, Evans 
claimed he did not rob a train 
and he was never tried for the 
offense.

SACRAMENTO — California 
stockpond owners are delaying 

_ fegistration which would give 
"maximum protection to their 
water rights, according to the 
State Water Resources Control 
board. Since the inception of the 
State registration program last 


_~ January, only 48 of an estimated 


$0,000 stockpond owners have 
filed for water right certificates, 
board representatives report. 

State engineers speculate that 
the negligible ay to to date is 
based upon the fact that owners 
of stockponds constructed prior 
to January 1, 1969 still have two 
years in which to obtain the 
‘benefits of priority that come 
with early filing. 

The state registration 
‘program is viewed as a one-time 
Opportunity to legalize older 
stockponds constructed at a 
time when the need for valid 
water rights for such minor 
water impoundments was not 
widely appreciated by livestock 
producers. 

On claims filed before 
December 31, 1977, the water 
right priority will be based on 

_ the date the stockpond was 
built. The priority of claims filed 
after 1977 will be the date the 
claim is filed, which could mean 
that in water-short. years the 
Owner may be required to 
breach. the stockpond dam to 
release water to satisfy all water 
rights downstream. 

By following the simplified 
claim procedure, the’ owner may 
avoid the extensive procedure 
associated with normal water 
rights applications. 

The registration program 
adopted by the Legislature in 
1974 covers all ponds 10 
acre-feet and. under used 
primarily for watering livestock 
and built before 1969 without 
clearly defined water | rights, 
according to Richard L. 
Rosenberger, chief of the 
Division of Water Rights of the 
State Water Resources Contro 
board. 

Separate claims of water 
rights must be filed on each

Verification and 
certificationoof a claim by the 
State board establishes a 
stockpond owner’s water right 
and priority. 

Following certification of 
their stockponds, owners must 
file a statement at least once 
every five years. that the water 
contained in the stockpond is 
continuing to be used for 
stockwatering. 

Claim forms are available 
from the offices of the Division 
of Water Rights located in 
Sacramento and Los Angeles, 
offices of the Regional - Water 
Quality Control Boas, the 


_ district offices of the U.S. Soil 


Conservation Service, and 
County Farm Bureau offices. 

An engineer from the division 
of Water Rights’ is available on 
request to speak to interested 
groups on the subject of 
stockpond registration.

Mediterranean 
Fruit Fly In 
Los Angeles Area 


SACRAMENTO - A 
Mediterranean fruit fly 
eradication project.is underway 
in the Venice district of Los 
Angeles to wipe out the 
fearsome pest, detected 
September 25 for the first time 
in California, State Food and 
Agriculture Director Tim 
Wallace has announced. 

The pest, commonly known 
as Med fly, has never been found 
before in California although 
county and state agricultural 
authorities, anticipating its 
appearance for the last 2U years, 
have mounted trapping programs 
annually to detect its presence. 

It has been found in Central 
America (Guatemala, El 
Salvador), Hawaii,’ countries 
around the Mediterranean sea 
and in many other parts of the 
world. It attacks more than 100 
types of fruit and many types of 
vegetables. 


-MANDATORY JAIL 


TERM FOR GUN 
USE DURING CRIME 


SACRAMENTO — A bill 
designed to -insure that persons 
who use firearms in the 
commission of a crime will 
automatically spend time in 
prison has been signed into law 
by Governor Brown. 

The bill, SB 278, by State 
Senator George Deukmejian 
(R-Long Beach) requires 
mandatory prison sentences for 
persons who commit crimes with 
a gun. 

Under provisions of the bill, 
if a firearm is “used” during the 
commission of a crime, including 
murder, robbery, first. degree 
burglary, prison escapes, rapes 
and kidnappings, the courts 
must put the offender in prison 
for a specified amount of time. 

No probation could be 
extended, and no exceptions 
allowed. No matter what the 
circumstances, judges will no 
longer have discretion to grant 
probation, even to first 
offenders.

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acres, will in time be carefully 
burned by the National Park 
service. This is the seventh year 
of a continuing program of 
reintroducing fire to the forest 
under controlled conditions. 

The objective of this project 
is to restore natural 
environmental conditions. 
‘National Park service research 
has shown that natural fire is 
essential to the perpetuation of 
Giant Sequoia forests. Man’s 
elimination of lightning fires, 
which used to burn naturally in 
the Sequoia groves every nine or 
ten years, has resulted in a 
dangerous accumulation of 
forest fuels which now threaten 
the big trees - a situation which 
could not have occurred under 
natural conditions. 

The elimination of natural 
fires has also’ resulted in other 
trees, notably white fir, filling in 


the formerly open forests and , 


effectively preventing Giant 
Sequoia seed germination. If this 
environmental burning program 
is successful, natural fires could 
be. permitted to again play their 
role as an important 
environmental factor in 
maintaining healthy, vigorous 
Sequoia forests. 

Control lines: around plots 
have. been established so that 
only a designated plot is burned 
at one time. 


SECOND GRADERS 
GET INSTRUCTION 
ON FIRE SAFETY 


PORTERVILLE — Second 
graders in all seven Porterville 
Elementary schools are receiving 
special instructions in fire safety 
and prevention through the 
week of October 6, in 
conjunction with National Fire 
Prevention week, October 5 
‘through 11. 

Fire Marshal Ken Leesch and 
Porterville Fire Department staff 
are giving second graders 
life-saving tips on how to keep 
from being burned, how to avoid 
eléctrical shocks, how to spot 
potential fire hazards in the 
home, and how to plan escape 
routes from the home in case of 
fire. 


Leesch and fire department 
personnel will first talk to the 
children, hand out fire safety 
literature designed for 
youngsters, show a brief 16 mm 
movie entitled “Fire-Not In My 
Home,” and give each group the 
Opportunity to examine and ask 
questions about one of the 
department’s fire engines.
